it absolutely. As best I knew how 
I had done so. I never dreamed 
what testing was coming. And so 
I lay down that Saturday night in 
quietness.

inspiration, the Quarterlies give an 
entire lesson an A Preview of the 
Book of Mark and discuss the writ- 
ing of the book without giving one 
verse of Scripture to show that it 
is the infallible Word of God, di- 
vinely inspired and infallibly cor- 
rect in every detail, as the Scrip- 
tures repeatedly claim. 

But in fairness to all, let us give 
some of the passages to which we 
object, word for word, without 
leaving out anything and then let 
the reader see for himself how dan- 
gerous is this teaching. 

First, we give the introduction to 
the “Intermediate Quarterly” men- 
tioned above which is as follows: 


"The Fisherman's Gospel 


“Peter was a fisherman - 
hard-headed, shrewd, industri- 
ous, impulsive. Both his virtues 
and his faults were those of an 
outdoor man — a man who 
would not be easily fooled, but 
one whose loyalty would be 
undying, once it was given. 
Of all the disciples of Jesus, 
Peter is the one who is most 
universally understood, appre- 
ciated, loved. This is because 
he was so simple and human 
— so much like ourselves. 

“The Gospel of Mark, then, 
which we are to study for the 
next six months, has some- 
times been called “The Fisher- 
man’s Gospel.” It was written 
by John Mark, to be sure, but 
it is generally admitted that 
Mark got his infcrmation from 
Peter; that he wrote down the 


things he heard Peter tell | 


about Jesus and the things Je- 
sus said and did. 

“This does not mean, of 
course, that Mark got no in- 
formation for his book from 
the other disciples. They all 
seem to have made the home 
of his mother Mary their head- 
quarters at Jerusalem, after 
the resurrection of Jesus (Acts 
12:12). They all preached and 
talked about Jesus. Undoubt- 
edly John Mark heard them 
and remembered much that 
they said. But Peter’s were 
the most vivid stories and the 
most memorable sayings. Peter 
was the disciple almost any 
young man would have liked 
best! So Peter’s were the 
words, for the most part, that 
John Mark wrote down. ‘It 
bears the impress of Peter’s 
urgent spirit.and direct rough 
speech.’ 

“If Peter had lived in our 
day he might have started 
the slogan ‘Do it now!’ He was 


in perfect peace, but with the rain 
pouring torrents upon my field of 
ice, and with every prospect that 
my business would lie in wreck the 
next morning. But it did not. By 
midnight there came another, 


sound, that of wind. By morning 
the bitterest blizzard of the year 
was upon us. By evening the mer- 
cury had fallen to the zero point. 
And in a few days we were har- 
vesting the finest ice we ever had. 
God did not want my ice. But He 
did want my yielded will, and my 
absolute trust in Him, and when 
that was settled, He gave back the 
ice; He blessed the business; and 
He led me on and out, until He 
guided me from it entirely, into the 
place He had for me from the be- 
ginning — that of a teacher of His 
Word.” Give your life to God, and 
God will wreck your life; rob your 
life; despoil your life? Nay, God 
will give you back your life, 
enriched and glorified — a life in 
trust for Jesus Christ as never be- 
fore. 
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a ‘do it now’ man. A sailor 
had to be in those days before 
the invention of steam and 
power engines. Time and the 
tide wait for no man. 


“‘*Straightway’ was Peter's 
word, that and the other form, 
‘Immediately.’ They occur in 
the Gospel more than forty 
times and set its vivid, fast- 
moving pace. 

“Fishermen are doers, rather 
than talkers. This Gospel of 
Mark shows Jesus the Mighty 
Doer. The things he does 
seem almost to tumble over 
each other, as if Mark were 
setting them down at white 
heat, lest he forget anything! 
And so realistic in the style 
that we feel almost as if we 
were onlookers at the events 
Mark describes. The short 
sentences, the frequent use of 
the present tense, the direct 
quotation, the vivid, homely, 
interesting details that Mark 
gives, make this the most in- 
teresting and the easiest to 
read of all the Gospels. 

“But whether it was from 
Peter or from some one else 
that Mark got the various 
items of information he has 
written down, it was really 
the Holy Spirit himself who in- 
spired him to write the pamph- 
let which we call the Gospel 
of Mark, or “The Fisherman’s , 
Gospel.’ It was the Holy Spir- 
it in a very real sense who was 
its ‘author, more than Mark 
or Peter or any other. 

“We do not know just how 
it was thatthe Holy Spirit 
worked the miracle which we 
call ‘inspiration,’ but we do 
know that somehow he filtered 
his truth through the minds 
and hearts of Mark and the 
others who wrote, so that we 
find the four Gospel writers 
writing four different stories 
in four different styles with 
four different purposes, yet 
four stories that fit together in 
one glorious, beautiful, com- 
posite picture of the matchless 
life of Jesus the Son of God 
and the Saviour of men.” 


Comment On the Above 


1. First, notice all the time and 
space given to the supposition that 
the book of Mark is really “The 
Fisherman’s Gospel” and that 
Mark got his materia] from Peter. 
The truth is that not a word of 
Scripture bears out that suppo- 
sition! The Bible does not say that 
Mark is “The Fisherman’s Gos- 
pel,” does not say that Mark got 
his information from Peter. Not 
one word of Scripture intimates 
that and there is no other reliable 
history dealing with the question 
whatever. 

One of the church fathers, 
Irenzus, thought that “Mark, the 
disciple and interpreter of Peter, 
delivered to us the things that had 
been preached by Peter.” But that 
was a mere human opinion. No- 
body knows that Peter had any- 
thing to do with writing the gos- 
pel of Mark. That is guess work 
entirely. 

2. Second, notice the direct quo- 
tation in the second paragraph 
quoted above, “... John Mark got 
his information from Peter,” and 
in the third paragraph, “Undoubt- 
ediy John Mark heard them and 
remembered much that they said.”’ 
When you read that third para- 
graph carefully you will see that 
the argument is this; Peter’s 
stories were the most vivid and his 
sayings easier to remember. John 
Mark liked Peter best, therefore 


he wrote down Peter’s words. Thus | 


the gospel of Mark was really the 
result of &@ young man’s fancy for 
one preacher more than others and 
made up of quotations. as well as 
he could remember them, after 
twenty or twenty-five years or 
more! 

3. Third, in the two last para- 
graphs quoted above, notice the 
teaching about the Holy Spirit. 
We are taught, “It was really the 
Holy Spirit himself who inspired 
him to write the pamphlet which 
we call the Gospel of Mark.” The 
Holy Spirit inspired Mark TO 
WRITE, we are told, but did not 
tell him WHAT to write. Notice 
also that Intermediate children are 
taught that “We do not know just 
how it was that the Holy Spirit 


worked the miracles which we call 
‘inspiration’.” Why did not the 
writer read the Bible and find out 
from I Corinthians 3:13, “Which 
things also we speak, not in words 
which man’s wisdom teacheth, but 
which the Spirit teacheth; com- 
bining spiritual] things with spirit- 
ual words” (Revised.Version). Ac- 
cording to that verse we DO know 
about the miracle of inspiration. 
The Holy SpiriwW gave spiritual 
things in spiritual words. The 
Holy Spirit gave Mark his infor- 
mation, Peter did not. The Holy 
Spirit gave the words, too, and 
Mark did not put them down from 
memory or what somebedy else 
said happened twenty or forty 
years before. Since there are so 
many passages in the Bible about 
inspiration, why did not the Quar- 
terly give some of them if it must 
teach on the question of the origin 
of the book of Mark? 


4. Fourth, in the last paragraph 
quoted above, from the introduc- 
tion to the Quarterly, notice again 
this quotation, “But we'do know 
that somehow he filtered his truth 
through the minds and hearts of 
Mark and the others who wrote.” 
According to this passage,.the 
truth we have in the book of Mark 
is “filtered’’ truth, divine truth 
changed somehow by human minds 
and hearts of those who wrote. 
That is not calculated to establish 
Intermediate pupils in the knowl- 
edge that the Word of God is the 
infallible word of God, inspired and 
authoritative like no other writing 
in the world. The Bible never 
claims that it is “filtered” truth.

Some were alive, too, who had re- 
ceived the outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost. If Mark told 
anything that was not correct, he 
had ample opportunity to find it 
out and correct it. 


“Not only is this true, but there 
is very strong evidence that Mat- 
thew used Mark’s Gospel in writ- 
ing his own, and he was an apostle 
who followed Jesus here on earth. 
Luke also used it in writing his 
Gospel, and he was a historian who 
had ‘traced the course of all things 
accurately from the first,’ as the 
Greek puts it, until he had ‘a per- 
fect understanding of all things 
from the very first.’ Consequently, 
we may be very sure that what 
Mark writes is true; that it really 
happened just as he says.”

Thus the 
reliability of the book of Mark is 
questioned instead of affirmed. The 
reliability of Mark’s gospel would 
depend entirely on Mark’s memory 
and the memory of others yet liv- 
ing who might correct Mark’s mis- 
takes.

Peter’s secretary and wrote as 
Peter dictated.”” And then on page 
5, Question: 2 is, “Where did Mark 
get materia] for his- gospel?” The 
obvious answer is intended to be 
that he got his information from 
Peter and other such human 
sources. In “The Teacher’ for 
January, page 11, we are told that, 
“Tt ig thought that Mark wrote his 
Gospel, if not at the dictation of 
Peter, certainly by reproducing the 
sermons and conversations of that 
apostle who was martyred about 
67 A.D.” I found no mention of 
the Holy Spirit or divine inspira- 
tion in either quarterly in the 
passages dealing with the author- 
ship of the gospel of Mark. 


In repeated instances in the past, 
this same kind of mistake has 
been made and the Sunday School 
Board literature has taught that 
writers of the Bible got their 
information from human sources 
instead of by divine inspiration. 
Here is a subject calling for ear- 
nest prayer. Unless something is 
done about this matter, in a few 
years the younger constituency of 
Southern Baptist churches, in- 
cluding hundreds of thousands, 
rather millions of young people, 
will be led to a modernistic atti- 
tude toward the Bible and will not 
regard it as the infallibly inspired 
and authoritative Word of God. 
Let everyone pray. Let thought- 
ful preachers and teachers and 
parents write to the Baptist Sun- 
day School Board at Nashville, 
Tennessee, and protest against this 
unbelief, and false teaching which 
is sowing doubt and the seeds of 
modernism among Southern Bap- 
tists... Remember that this false 
teaching comes after repeated pro-. 
tests have been made in the past. 


And let every church, every pas- 
tor, every Sunday School worker, 
consider whether it is profitable to 
keep such Sunday Schoo] literature 
in our churches. The editor of 
“The Sword of the Lord” and his 
church have long ago found such 
Sunday School literature wholly in- 
adequate, misleading and tainted 
with modernism and has replaced 
that literature with chapter by 
chapter study of the Word of God 
itself, alone.

out he declares that the Bible is 
inspired word-for-word and repeat- 
edly uses the term “verbal inspira- 
tion.” The book is published by 
Fleming H. Revell, cloth bound, 
and the price is $1.25.

The following passage is 
taken from pages nineteen and 
twenty of that book: 


One other passage, a very im- 
portant one, is | Corinthians 2:6- 
13: 

"We speak wisdom, however, 
among them that are full grown; 
yet a wisdom not of this world, 
nor of the rulers of this world, who 
are coming to naught; but we 
speak God's wisdom in a mystery, 
even the wisdom that hath been 
hidden, which God foreordained 
before the worlds unto our glory; 
which none of the rulers of the 
world hath known: for had they 
known it, they would not have 
crucified the Lord of glory; but 
as it is written, 

Things which eye saw not, 
and ear heard not, and which 
__ entered not into the heart of 
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man, Whatsoever things God 
2s. for them that love 
im. 

But unto us God revealed them 
through the Spirit; for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. For who among 
men knoweth the things of a man, 
save the spirit of the man, which 
is in him? Even so the things of 
God none knoweth, save the Spirit 
of God. But we received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the Spirit 
which is from God; that we might 
know the things that are freely giv- 
en to us of God. Which things 
also we speak, not in words which 
man's wisdom teacheth, but which 
the Spirit teacheth; combining 
spiritual things with spiritual! 
words.’ —R. V. 

Here is the promise again clear- 
ly stated; that what is to be com- 
municated through this inspiration 
is something that eye could not 
see, ear could not hear, nor the 
heart of man conceive. It 
revelation, and it comes through 
the Spirit that knoweth the things 
of-God. As your spirit alone can 
know you (your neighbour does not 
know you as well as you know your- 
self), so the Holy Spirit alone 
knows the will of God, and that 
Spirit has communicated it to in- 
spired men in man's words. Mark 
this verbal inspiration: "combining 
spiritual things with spiritual 
words.’ 

It has always been a matter of 

rofound surprise to me that any- 
body should ever question the 
verbal inspiration of the Bible. 

The whole thing had to be writ- 
ten in words. Words are signs of 
ideas, and if the words are not in- 
spired, then there is no way of get- 
ting at anything in connection with 
inspiration. If | am free to pick up 
the Bible and read something and 
say, ‘That is inspired,"’ then read 
something else and say, "That is 
not inspired,” and someone else 
does not agree with me as to which 
is and which is not inspired, it 
leaves the whole thing unsettled as 
to whether any of it is inspired. 

What is the object of inspira- 
tion? It is to put accurately in 
human words, ideas from God. If 
the words are not inspired, how 
am | to know how much to reject, 
and how to find out whether any- 
thing is from God? When you 
hear the silly talk that the Bible 
"contains the word of God and 
is not the word of God, you hear 
a fool's talk. | don't care if he is 
a Doctor of Divinity, a President of 
a University covered with medals 
from universities of Europe and the 
United States, it is fool-talk. There 
can be no inspiration of the book 
without the inspiration of the words 
of the book.
